W ASHINGTON, Aug. 2 9 —One of 
the most im portant conferences since 
the labor situation became acute will 
take place this afternoon. President 
Wilson and Samuel Gompers, presi­ 
dent cf Ihe American Yr.deratian of 
Labor, were to discuss the general 
labor situation 
The exact tim e has not been fixed. 
The conference was arranged before 
Mr. Gompers left France 
for 
the 
United States. 
Rtu early return was 
due in part, it was adm itted today, 
to the desire of the President th a t he 
take personal charge of the complex 
labor situation. 
In the past there 
has been a complete understanding 
between the PneSJdopt and the Chi#f 
of the Federation and it is expected 
the entire labor situation, so far as it 
affects the entire country, will be 
discussed. 
Ik e general labor outlook was con­ 
siderably clarified by last night and 
today’s developments as there was a 
conspicuous lack of «Rrixe talk today.
